in so doing it must rely mainly on 
the circulatory system to drive 
the tem perature-regulating blood 
evenly over the body surface and 
internal organs. This certainly 
puts as much of a strain on toe 
heart muscle as exertion, against 
which we are so regularly warned 
by the students of heart conditions. 


The variations in feeling of 
wellbeing that people with chronic 
high or low blood pressure feel 
may well be related to weather 
changes. It will take a long range 
period of study by those who are 
willing to become experim ental 
anim als and record their symp­ 
toms daily as well as the tem pera­ 
ture and barometric pressure be­ 
fore we can even begin to plan re­ 
search which may lead us to the 
reasons—physiological and chem­ 
ical—for these changes.
